The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Although Landers et al. (US 2002/0002573 A1) teaches a reconfigurable 
processor, one of ordinary skill in the art would not have been motivated to modify the 
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teaching of Landers et al. to further includes, among other things, the specific of a third 
stage, connected downstream of the second stage, with outputs and with means for 
disjunctive logic combination of the output values from the individual implicants from the 
memory elements in the second stage, where output variables from at least some of the 
outputs at a time tn-1 form the input variables on associated inputs of the sequential 
circuit at a time tn and where means are provided for clock-controlled storage of the 
output variables from the sequential circuit between the times tn-1 and tn as set forth in 
the claims.
